War, at this Time, rages over a great Part 
of the known World; our News-Papers are 
Weekly filled with freſh Accounts of the De- 
ſtruction it every where occaſions. Pennſylvania 
indeed, ſituate in the Center of the Colonies, has 
hitherto enjoy'd profound Repoſe; and tho' our 
Nation'is engag'd in a bloody War, with two 
great and powerful Kingdoms, yet, defended, in 
a great Degree, from the French on the one Hand 
by the Northern Provinces, and from the Spani- 
grads on the other by the Southern, at no ſmall 
Expence to each, our People have, till lately, 
flept ſecurely in their Habitations” » 
There is no Brits/h Colony excepting this, but 
has made ſome Kind of Proviſion for its Defence ; 
many of them have therefore never been attempt- | 

ed by an Enemy; and others that were attack d, 
have generally defended themſelves with Succeſs. 
The Length and Difficulty of our Bay and River 
has been thought ſo effectual a Security to us, that 
hitherto no Means have been entered into that 
might diſcourage an Attempt upon us, or prevent 
. -. io 
But whatever Security this might have been 
while both Country and City were poor, and the 
Advantage to be expected ſcarce worth the Hazard 
of an Attempt, it is now doubted whether we can 
any longer ſafely depend upon it. Our Wealth, 
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of late Years much encreas'd, is one ſtrong Temp- 
tation, our defenceleſs State another, to induce 
an Enemy to attack us ; while the Acquaintance 
they have lately gained with our Bay and River, 
by Means of the Priſoners and Flags of Truce 
they have had among us; by Spies which they al- 
moſt every.. where maintain, and perhaps from 
Traitors among ourſelves ; with the Facility of 
getting Pilots to conduct them; and the known 
Abſence of Ships of War, during the greateſt Part 


of the Year, from both Virginia and New-York, 
ever ſince the War began, render the Appearance 


of Succeſs to the Enemy far more promiſing, 
and therefore highly encreaſe our DAN GER. 
That our Enemies may have Spies abroad, and 
ſome even in theſe Colonies, will not be made 
much doubt of, when tis conſidered, that ſuch 
has been the Practice of all Nations in all Ages, 


whenever they were engaged, or intended to en- 


gage in War. Of this we have an early Exam- 
ple in the Book of Judges (too too pertinent ta 
our Caſe, and therefore I muſt beg leave a little 


to enlarge upon it) where we are told, Chap. xviii.

They thought themſelves ſecure, no 
doubt; and as they never had been diſturbed, 
vainly imagined they never ſhould. Tis not un- 
likely that ſame might ſee the Danger they were 
expoſed to by living in that careleſs Manner; but 
that if theſe publickly expreſſed their Apprehen- 
fions, the reſt reproached them as timorous Per- 
fons, wanting Courage or Confidence in their 


Gods, who (they might fay) had hitherto pro- 


tected them. But the Spies, Verſe 8. returned 
and faid to their Countrymen, Verſe 9. Ari/e 


that we may go up againſt them; for we have ſeen 


the Land, and behold it is very good! And are ye 


fill? Be not flothful to go. Verſe 10. When ye 


go, ye ſhall come unto a People SECURE ; [that is, 
a People that apprehend no Danger, and therefore 
have made no Proviſion againſt it ; great Encour- 
agement this! ] and to a large Land, and a Place 
where there is no Want of any Thing, What could

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following Verſes, that Six hundred Men only, ap- 

pointed with Weapons of War, undertook the 

Conqueſt of this large Land; knowing that 
6000 Men, armed and diſciplined, would be an 
' Over-match perhaps for 60,000, unarmed, un- 

diſciplined, and off their Guard. And when they 

went againſt it, the idolatrous Prieſt; Verſe 17. 
with his graven Image, and his Ephod, and his "0 
Teraphim, and his molten Image, | Plenty of ſu- | 
perſtitious Trinkets] joined with them, and, no 
doubt, gave them all the Intelligence and Aſſi- 
ſtance in his Power; his Heart, as the Text aſ- 
ſures us, being glad, perhaps for Reaſons more 
than one. And now, what was the Fate of poor 
Laiſh ! The 600 Men being arrived, found, as 
the Spies had reported, a People QuitT and $£- 
CURE, Verſe 20, 21. And they ſmote them with 
the Edge of the Sword, and burnt the City with 
FiRE ; and there was no DELIVERER, becauſe it 
was far from Zidon,—Not fo far from Zidon, 
however, as Pennſylvania is from Britain ; and 
ug we are, if poſſible, more careleſs than the 

eople of Laihh !—As the Scriptures are given 
for our Reproof, Inſtruction and Warning, may 
we make a due Uſe of this Example, before 1t 
be too late ! 1 

And is our Country, any more than our City, 

altogether free from Danger ? Perhaps not. We 
have, *tis true, had a long Peace with the Indi- 
ans: But it is a long Peace indeed, as well as a 
long Lane, that has no Ending. The French 
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know the Power and Importance of the Six Na- 
tions, and ſpare no Artifice, Pains or Expence, 
| | TY to 
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to gain them to bp. Intereſt, By their res 
wp have converted many to their Relipion, and 
4 3 have openly eſpouſed their Cauſe. The 
reſt appear irreſolute which Part to take; no Per- 
funſions, tho* enforced with coſtly Preſents, ha- 
ving yet been able to engage them generally on 
our Side, tho we had numerous Forces on their 
Borders, ready to fecond and ſupport” them 
What then may be expected, 'now' thoſe Forces 
are, by Orders from the Crown, to be diſband- 
ed; when our boaſted Expedition is laid aſide, 
thro” want (as it may appear to them) either of 
Strength or Courage; when they ſee that the 
French, and their Indians, boldly; and with Im- 
punity, ravage the Frontiers of New-York, and 
ſcalp the Inhabitants; when thoſe few Indians 
7 engaged with us againſt the French, are left 
ſed to their Refentment ; When they con- 
Ger theſe.

Diſguſt at our Uſage, joined with Fear of the 
French Power, and'greater Confidence in their 
Promiies and Protection than in ours, they may 
be wholly gained over by our Enemies, and join 
in the War againſt us? If ſuch chould be the 
Caſe, which God forbid, how ſoon may the 
Miſchief ſpread to our Frontier Counties? And

The Enemy, no doubt, have been told, That 
the People of Penn/y/vania are Nyakers, and againſt 
all Defence, from a Principle of Conſcience; this, 
5 tho' true of a Part, and that a ſmall Part only of 
the Inhabitants, is commonly ſaid of the Whole; 
and what may make it look probable to Strangers,

Coſt. This Loſs, and a trifling one it is, is all 
the Inconvenience ; But how many and how oreat 
are the Conveniencies and Advantayes! And 
thould the Enemy, thro? our Supineneſs and Ne- 
gle& to provide for the Defence both of our Trade 
and Country, be encouraged to attempt this City, 
and after plundering us of our Goods, either burn 
it, or put it to Ranſom; how great would that 
Loſs be ! Beſides the Confuſion, Terror, and Di- 
ſtreſs, ſo many Hundreds ot — would be 
fovoly'd di in! 1 et * 
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The Thought of this latter Circumſtance fy ' 
much affects me, that I cannot forbear expatiat: 
ing ſomewhat more upon it. You have, my 
dear Countrymen, and Fellow Citizens, Riches 
to tempt a conſiderable Force to unite and attack 
you, but are under no Ties or Engagements tq 
unite for your Defence. Hence, on the firſt A- | 
larm, Terror will ſpread over All; and as ng 
Man can with Certainty depend that another 
will ſtand by him, beyond Douht very many 
will ſeek Safety by a ſpeedy Flight. Thoſe that 
are reputed rich, will flee, thro' Fear of Tor- | 
ture, ta make them produce more than they are © 
able. The Man that has a Wife and Children, 
will find them hanging on his Neck, beſeeching ws 
him with Tears to quit the City, and fave his 
Life, to guide and protect them in that Tyme of 
88 Deſolation and Ruin. All will run into 
onfuſion, amidſt Cries and Lamentations, and 
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the Hurry and Diſorder of Departers, carrying 
away their Effects. The Fey that remain will be 
unable to reſiſt —Sacking the City will be the 
XZ firſt, and Burning it, in all Probability, the laſt 
Act of the Enemy.—This, I believe, will be 
the Caſe, if you haye timely Notice. But what 
FF muſt be your Condition, if ſuddenly ſurprized, 
without previous Alarm, perhaps in the Night!
